C hicago, Sept. 20.~folno thousand men 
returned to w ork to day w ith union regu­ 
lations o f any sort to day when tho three 
C hicago 
branches 
of 
the 
International 
h arvester works and the P ullm an com pa­ 
ny reopened th eir shops a fter a 
ulith- 
dow n of two w eek sf The m en not only 
returned to their form er places, but also 
agreed to a reduction In pay from 10 to 
20 per cent. 
B efore the shutdow n the 
International harvester w orks recognized 
union labor, but w ith the announcem ent 
of resum ption of work to day cam e the 
sta tem en t that th e com pany w ould not 
renew 
its agreem en ts w ith 
the 
trade» 
unions 
and 
th at the 
plants 
w’ould 
be 
operated on the basis of fifty-seven and 
a h alf hours a w eek, Instead of iifty-fpur 
w ith no increase of w ages. 
T he m en ac­ 
cepted th e ultim atu m w ith out serious m an 
ifesta tio n of d iscon ten t and all old em ­ 
p loyes w ho could obtain w ork accepted 
tho n ew regulations.
